8. Consent of occupier to enter upon residen¬ 
tial premises.—No person shad enter into any 
building or into any enclosed court or garden 
attached to a dweling house without the consent 
of the occupier thereof, and while making such 
entry pay due regard to the religious or particular 
sentiments, if any, of the occupier. 

9. Distribution of work among officers.—The 
Director (Lands Management) may, by order in 
writing, distribute, in such manner as he thinks 
necessary, any business or work amongst the 
officers under his comrol for the efficient dis¬ 
charge of their duties imposed or accrued by or 
under these Regulations.

Settlement Officer under his signalpre. 

(iii) The map so prepared shall be the village 
map of Nazul Land and one copy alongwith a copy 
of the field book shall be preserved as “Settlement 
Copy” and the other copy will be used as working 
copy for day-to-day work. 

(iv) Any change which may be necessary due 
to subsequent utilisation of Nazul Land for any 
scheme or otherwise will be incorporated in the 
working copy of the map. 

(v) The outer boundary of Nazul Land in a 
village map may be shown in the map in red. 
This will facilitate easy identification of the Nazul 
Land from any other land of the village included 
in the map during settlement operation. 

21. (i) Procedure for preparation of Nazul 
Settlement Register.—The Assistant Settlement 
Ofiicer shall cause the compilation of the area of 
Nazul Land of each khasra number in the village 
and note the particulars in a rough note book in 
form N-5. [Form—N-5] 

Iii) Each entry made in the rough note book 
in form N-5 shall be checked by the nazul kanungo 
who will satisfy himself about the correctness there¬ 
of and put his initials against each entry. The 
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Assistant Settlement Officer shall himself verify at 
least ten percent of the entries. 

(iii) The entries, duly checked and verified in 


the rough note book, shall then be transferred to 
a fair register also maintained in form N-5 and 
shall be certified by the Assistant Settlement Officer.

23. (i) Khasra register.—The Land Record Ofh- 

cer shall cause the preparation of register in which 
all khasra numbers of a nazul village shall be 
entered in a chronological order in form N-7, 
called the Khasra Register. [Fonn-—N-7| 

(ii) Procedure for oreparalion of khasra iegis- 
ter—The parti ;ulars required 'o be entered in 
the register shall bo compiled irom ‘'he “Recoid- 
of-Nazul Land” prepared under regulation 15 
and the area of each khasra number shall be 
checked before entries are made in the register. 

(iii) The entries in the register shall be verified 
by the Land Record Officer and a certificate to 
this effect recorded at the end of the last entry 
and countersigned by the Deputy Director (Nazul 
Lands). 

(iv) Two copies of the khasra register shall be 
prepared. One copy shall be kept for reference 
and one copy will be made available to the pat¬ 
wari for day-to-day field work. 

(v) The register shall be re-written after every 
four years. 

24. Correction of wrong entry in the records.— 
If any officer specified in regulation 4 of these 
Regulations finds that a wrong or incorrect entry 
has been made in the record prepared and main¬ 
tained under Chapter IV by any officer subordi¬ 
nate to him, he shall direct necessary changes to 
be made therein after making such enquiry from 
the persons concerned as he may deem fit after 
due notice in writing, 

25. (i) Dispute regarding entry in record.—If any 
person is aggrieved by any entry made in the re¬ 
cords prepared under Chapter-IV in respect of 
matters other than those referred to in regulations 
No. 13 and 14 of these Regulations, tie snail apply 
to the Deputy Director (Nazul Lands) for its 


correction, within one year of the date of such 
entry. 

(ii) The Deputy Di recto^ (Nazul Lands) shall, 
after making such enquiry as he may deem fit, 
pass necessary orders in each case. 

26. Presumption as to correctness of entries in 
die records.—Every entry in the records existing 
at the time of commencement of these Regulations 
and every entry made in the records prescribed 
under Chapter-IV shall be presumed to be correct 
until the contrary is proved or a new entry is law¬ 
fully substituted therefor. 

27. (i) Obligation to furnish information.— 
Every person whose right, interest or liabilities 
are required to be or have been-recorded in any 
register under this Chapter, shall be liable, cn 
requisition in writing by any officer, engaged in 
compiling or revising the register, to furnish or to 
produce for inspection within 15 days from the 
date of such requisition, all such information or 
documents needed for the correct compilation or 
revision thereof, as may be within hislher knowled¬ 
ge or possession or power. 

(ii) The officer to whom any information is fur¬ 
nished or before whom any document is produced 
under clause (i), shall give a writteu acknowledg¬ 
ment thereof, to the person furnishing or produc¬ 
ing the same and shall endorse on any such 
document a note under his signature stating the 
facts of its production and the date thereof. 

CHAPTER-V 

PATWAR1S AND NAZUL KANUNGOS 

28. Procedure for filling the vacancies of pat- 
waries.—The appointments of the revenue staff 
such as patwaris and nazul kanungos will be 
made in accordance with the recruitment regulations 
of the Authority, 
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29(i) Duties of patwaris —It shall be the duty 
of the patwari to maintain the map of villages and 
the field book relating to all khasra numbers of 
the villages put under his charge. 

(ii) The patwari shall carry out necessary cor¬ 
rections in the map as and when Nazul Land is 
apportioned for any approved scheme. 

(iii) The Patwari shah be responsible for the 
proper watch and ward of the Nazul Land in the 
circle under his charge and to take all steps that 
may be necessary to ,aw; such land from unautho¬ 
rised occupation. 

(fv) In the event of any unauthorised occupa¬ 
tion which the patwari cannot prevent he shall, 
without delay, submit a report of such unautho¬ 
rised occupation in form N-8 to the nazul kanungo 
personally for immediate further action. The pat¬ 
wari may obtain an acknowledgment of all such 
reports made over to the nazul kanungo.

(v) The nazul kanungo after verification of the 
report received under clause (iv), shall forward 
the same to his next senior officer for appropriate 
action. 

(vi) The patwari .shall maintain a daily diary of 
work in form N-9 and submit the same to the 
Tehsildar through the nazul kanimgo by the close 
of the month. [Form—N 9] 

(vii) Tlie patwari shall maintain an encroach¬ 
ment register in form N-10 and note down the 
result of the report submitted under Clause (iv) in 
the register so maintained, [Form—N-10] 

(viii) Annual survey by patwari.—The patwari 
shall conduct annual survey|inspection of the 
nazul village and note down infringement of terms 
and conditions of the lease by lessees of sub¬ 
lessees and make report for appropriate action. 
The annual inspection register will be maintained 
in form N-11. (Form—Nil) 

(ix) The patwari may perform other miscella¬ 
neous work re’ating to day-to-day administration 
of the Nazul Land, as may be required as per 
direction of an officer superior to him. 

(x) In the event of his transfer or relinquish¬ 
ment of charge for any reason whatsoever, the 
patwari shall make over all the records in his 
custody to his successor through an appropriate 
charge report. 

30. Supervision of work by nazul kanungo.— 
The nazul kanungo shall supervise the work of the 
patwaris under his charge and will ensure timely 
submission of the reports and returns by the 
patwaris under his charge. 

31. (i) Certified copies.—The patwari may issue 
certified copies of entries from the Record-lessees! 
sub-lessees and Register-of-Transfer of leases|sub 
leases to any person interested therein, on payment 
of such fees as may be laid down by the Director 
(Lands Management), by o-der in writing, from 
time to time. 

fii) Any person interested may inspect the ent¬ 
ries in the record-of lesseeesfsub-lessees and 


Register-of-Transfer of leases|sub-leases on pay¬ 
ment of such fees as may be laid down by the 
Director (Lands Management), in writing from time 
to time. 

(iii) The payment received under clause (i) 
and (ii) shall be transmitted in cash to the cash 
section of the Authority and shall form revenue of 
the Authority. 

CHAPTER VI 
MISCELLANEOUS 

32(i)" Boundary marks.—The boundaries of 
all Nazul Lands in a village, where necessary, 
shall be fixed and demarcated by permanent bound¬ 
ary marks. 

(iii) The Deputy Director (Nazul Land) shall 
make arrangements to fix boundary marks of suit¬ 
able specifications as may be decided by him. 

33 Dispute regarding boundary marks.— 
AH disputes reguiding boundaries of Nazul 
Land shall be decided by the Deputy Director 
(Nazul Lands) after local inquiry at which all 
persons interested shall have an opportunity of 
appearing and producing evidence. 

34. Power to remove difficulties.—If any diffi¬ 
culty arises in giving effect to any provision of 
these Regulations, the Authority may, as occasion 
requires, take any action consistent with the provi¬ 
sions of these Regulations which may appear to it 
necessary for the purpose of removing the diffi¬ 
culty. 

35. Repeal of previous regulations.—All regu¬ 
lations framed prior to the coming into force of 
these Regulations regarding maintenance of re¬ 
cords pertaining to the lands placed at the dispo¬ 
sal of the Authority under sub-section (1) of Section 
22 of the Act, shall stand repealed.
